Prominent CitlBeaa tald to Have Taken

Makiox, Ind., Aup. :;i>. — A conf' ssion 
made by Walter Rush, aud jast made 
public, implicates !!0 of the most prom- 
inent citizens of Fairmonnt in a dyna- 
miting and White Copping that oc- 
curred in May, Fainiiount is a 
Friends town, and its citizens fought to 
the last the effort to eitablish a saloon 
there. 

Lather Morris braved the popular 
warning, and early one morning his .sa- 
loon went skyward impelled by a charge 
of dynamite that shook the town. He 
resumed and the mob came and smashed 
bis bottles and gave him an hour to 
leave town. 

Rush in his confession says he was 
the man who lighted the fnse that ex- 
ploded the dynamite. He tells of the 
meeting ait which the atrangements 
were made, and gives the names of 
preachers, doctors, merchants and 
bankers who were present at the mfet- 
ing.

ANsmov, Ahu, Aog. 80.-Thebig 
main building of the Anniston Pipe 

Foundry company was destroyed by flre 
at about « o'clock yesterday morning 
and 6ix huge pits and <'run( s. two cu- 
polas, co^-ovens and other costly appa- 
ratua aad machinery contained therein 
were totally ruined. It was with the 
utmost difficulty that the engine bouse, 
pattern shop, machine shop, small 
foundry aud other buildings were 
saved, , , ^ .

FACTORY BUtUNQ BURNED. 

>•» tetk'Plrenion Had ajMalktoni PlghS 
OB Their Haada. 
Niw York, Aug. 80.— Twenty steam- 
ers— one-third of the number belonging 
to the flre department of this city— were 
kept busy for over two hours yesterday 
afternoon, pumping water into the 0- 
•tory factory building at 47« and 480 
Pearl street, which had taken fire from 
some unknown cause and was threaten- 
^ to ignite tha Five-points Mission 
home on Park street. After a stubborn 
fight the flames were confined to the 
building in which they originated. The 
structure was gutted, however, and the 
roof fell in. The total loss is estimated 
at $76,000, of which sum f 'J.'i.dOu is on 
the building owned bv Thomas M. 
Jackson.

ANTI-SCALPERS LAW. 



Its Coattitatlonallty Will He Te«tod by 
tha TIeket Brokers. 

Ami.wy, Aug. !10.— Active prepara- 
tions are being made to fight the opera- 

I tio:i of the so-called anti-scalpers bill. 

' which takes effect on Wednesday, 
Sept. 1. The new law will make it a 
penal offense to issue or sell any passage 
ticket, or a berth or stateroom, in any 
vessel unless he is an authorized agent 
of the owners or consignees of such ves- 
sel, or of tiM company running such 
tram. 

The railroad company must n'deein 
tickets preseiit-'d tt)r redemption 
promptly and within not to e.M i ed .io 
(lavs from the date of iin .sentation at 
the peiieral ofttce. A wholly unused 
ticket shall be redeemed at a price pa-.d 
for the M ho'.e ticket and the cost of a 
ticket of the sair.e class being the jioint 
fur which sanl ii' ket was actually usi-d. 

A ticktt broker in this city, who was 
one of the committee of the brokers to 
oppose the bill's passage, said that the 
brokers had secured ceunsel and would 
test the constitutionality of the law. 

The Commercial Travelers' National 
League which holds its first annual 
convention in Rochester Sept. i:: and 
14, has decided to make a decided dem- 
onstration at the convention against 
the bill, on the ground that it inter- 
feres with their constit utional rights.

Hunker, Henderson an.l 
Ind. an creeks, but none of the.ce is as 
ri< h as claims on Eldorado and Bonaii/a 
en fks. Until the wonderful discover.es 
i f Klondike were made, ground worth 
10 cents to pan, vrlth two or three feet 
of pay dirt, was considered very gocKl 
for the Yukon, and miners made fair 
money witli rockers and sluices. 

'Ihis year miners are passing entirely 
over the ground of this richness in their 
search for sand and gravel that will pay 
like that of the Klondike discoveries. 
Up to date none of the claims show any 
signs of exhaustiim. aud scarcely a 
dozen are more than well opened. 
Every one has large areas of ground to 
be worked. It is impoiwible to make 
anytliing like an accurate estimate of 
the probable yield of the mines. The 
ground is not at all even in richness 
aud the width of pay streaks varies 
greatly. 

The most important news from St. 
Michael's is that the Yukon riversteam- 
ers left there two weeks ago for their 
last trip up the Yukon. It was not 
certain they would reach Dawson this 
fall, in which event passengers who left 
the sound on the steamer Portland as 
early as July 2C woald only reach Circle 
City before navigation closes. This 
makes it certain that hnndreds of min- 
ers who have left t^ sound and Cali- 
fornia since Aug. 1 for St. Mi''hael's 
>vill have to winter there. At least they 
can scarcely get started Hp the Yukon 
before the river freezes over solid. 

All veuels touching at Sr. Michael's 
this summer have had great dixcUity 
keeping their crews, who have ranght 
the gold fever very soon after arriving. 
Une schooner from Victoria was entire- 
ly deserted, and her crew, from captain 
to oook. started up the river for Klon- 
dike. The crew of the schooner J. M. 
Coleman endeavored to desert also, but 
the attempt was discovered in time, 
and by the display of firearms the men 
were compelled to remain on duty. 

The mates of the schooners Jewett 
and Coleman and a carpenter of the 
Sanders were piped off at St. Michael's 
and departed at once for Dawson. 
Every vessel from St Michael's has come 
away short>handed. The Portland lost 
several of her crew, but was able to ob- 
tain new men by paying higher wages. 

Two marines, Butler and a boatswain 
of the revenue cutter Perry, deserted 
that vessel at Unalaska, stole a small 
boat, a compass, sextant, and an equip- 
ment of grub, and sailed for the Yukon 
in July. Neither have been heard 
from sine*, and it is supposed thej were 
lost.

It has been stated that the North

oijeiied a new cave, and at a slight 
depth a stone arcli was found, formeii of 
small creek boulders, covering a space 
IN by .SO inches. The stones were nice- 
ly placed, and lay the long way, due 
north and south. Inside, was a solid 
bed of ashes, in which was foond 
buried a polished and carved Stona, 5 
inches lung .1 1-2 inches wide and 1 1-2 
inclic s thick at the center.

Manufacturers, however, needed the 
tnl'Mcci!, and in the competitive liiddin^ 
tliat foiluwed against the sjieculative ele- 
ment some extremely high prices were 
recorded. It was thought that when the 
Loiisville market touched Ji'it per 100 lb?, 
the highest price of the season was 
r 'ach ed, hut the heated speculation pitted 
Sj.tinst the legitiiuate demand drove the 
loc d price up to S'M per 100 lbs. It was 
an excellent hogshead of tobacco and the 
price recorded was the highest since 1832. 
.\v'erai:e tobaccos sold hijther tliaii fur 
two years past, while the common and 
low gradea displayed qaite a flrmneas. 

A close observer nf tin -it'iation said 
Friday : " Mannfacturerd are paying for 
their experience. In dapraaacd times, 
with thotisan<ls of ilollarf lying idle, they 
bought tobacco in a hand-to-uiouth man- 
ner at demoralizing prices. Farmers 
actually lost money in cultivating to- 
bacco. They, too, have learne<] a lesson, 
and as a consequence curtailed their 
crops. Bugs, worms and uniavorable 
weather made great inroads on the acre- 
age, and now there ia not enough to- 
bacco to till the present demand. What 
the fntnre holds it is hard to hasard, but 
it ia certain that with other businesses 
improving the advance in tobacco will be 

maintained.

The President in his report to the di- 
rectors says : 

The company has also operated (under 
trackage contracts) a line from Lexington 
to Louisville, but its earnings and ex- 
penses have been kept separately. The 
cost of gettins; that line fairly opened has 
been $120,105.ti4, due two causes— first, 
large repairs to track on account of seri- 
ous daiiiai:( by freshets and improve- 
ments in condition ; second, to the large 
e.xpense that always attends the opening 
of a new line before any considerable 
traffic can be developed. Judged by the 
traffic of the last four months, the line 
will in the future be j)ro8tab]e of its^elf in 
addition to the tratlic it brings the main 
line. The outlay to date haa been 
charged tn prr.fit and loas at the close of 
this fiscal year. 

The freight earnings of the company 
were the largest in its history, but the 
passenger earnings show a decrease from 
last year; this los.>i is almost entirely in 
local traffic, and due to the depressed 
business conditions that have prevailed. 

The earnings jier passage i)er mile iu- 
creaiied slightly, but owing to an increase 
of train mileage and a decrease in local 
business, the earnings per train mile de- 
creased 4.G cents. 

The tone of freight carried have de* 
creased, while the tons carried one mile 
have increa8e<h The rate per ton per 
mile is very low, averaging on the entire 
business of the company 4.10 mills, as 
against 4.2(i mills last year. 

The operations of the company show a 
satisfactory increase in the number of 
tons of freight hauled per train mile, the 
average going nji from 325 tons to '','v2 
tons ; and this has enabled the company, 
notwithstanding its very low rates of 
freight, to earn $1.47 <i IO per mile run by 
its freight trains, as against S^l.o6o-10 last 
year, 

TIic companv lias continued its policy 
)f improving and enlarging the property, 
and all such work daring the year has 
been charged to operating expenses. 
There have been no charges to construe' 
tion account for any parpoee whatever 
during the year. 

The company has purchased and 
charged to expenses during the year, to 
replace the number of old ones worn out 
and destroyed, 10 locomotives, 232 freight 
cars, 2 passenger coaches and 1 steam 
tug, at a toUl cost of $243,4S8.97. 

Incladed in the operating expenses is 
also the cost of 10.8 miles of double track, 
$125,2til.ia;lG.l miles siding, $54,303.26 ; 
new bttlldinga at diflerent points on the 
line, $35,650.69. 

The company has continued its policy 
of taking up light rails and renewing the 
same with sections of lOO-ponnd on the 
mountains and 75-pouud elsewhere. It 
was fortunate, early in the spring, to se- 
cure a favorable contract for a large 
amount of steel rails at $16 per ton, and 
in addition to what has been laid during 
the fiscal year just ended the company 
has enough coming to It under this con- 
tract to supply its wants daring the com- 
ing fiscal year.

This ia the worst 
thing possible for the fish, which are 
very suHoeptiblo to shock and likely to 
receive actual injury iu handling. Dis- 
ttubance of the fish shonld, aa far as 
possible, be avoided, bat it la far better 
to clean the tank with the fish in it 
than to remove them New Y ork ^n.
